ANNUAL  MEETING. 


The  thirty  first  annual  meeting  of  the  Auxiliary  For- 
eign Missionary  Society  of  the  Brookfield  Association, 
was  held  at  Southbridge,  Oct.  17,  1S54. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  President  at 
12  M.,  and  after  appointing  a Committee  to  nominate 
officers  for  the  ensuing  year,  the  Society  adjourned  to 
1 o’clock,  P.  M. 

The  Society  re-assembled  according  to  adjournment, 
and  after  prayer  by  Rev.  Mr.  Leo  from  Ireland,  elected 
the  following

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The  Report  was  read  by  the  Secretary,  adopted,  and 
ordered  to  be  printed — also 

Voted,  That  the  Report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Auxil- 
iary Bible  Society  be  printed  in  connection  with  the  Re- 
port of  this  Missionary  Society. 

Voted,  unanimously,  as  follows  : — 

Resolved,  That  we  regard  it  highly  important  that  our 
printed  Annual  Report  still  include  the  names  of  the  do- 
nors, with  the  sum  contributed  by  each,  and  where  there 
are  individuals  who  would  prefer  that  their  names  should 
not  be  published,  we  earnestly  request  that  instead  of 
making  any  change  in  their  system  of  reporting,  they 
simply  substitute  for  the  name  of  each,  the  generic  ap- 
pellation of  “ A Friend.” 

The  Assembly  were  then  addressed  by  Rev.  Ebenezer 
Burgess,  ofSatana,  India,  and  Rev.  E.  M.  Dodd,ofSalo- 
nica,  Turkey,  and  Rev.  J.  R.  Worcester,  District  Secre- 
tary of  the  Board. 

Brief  remarks  were  also  made  by  Rev.  C.  Cushing,  and 
Rev.  H.  Beebe,  in  respect  to  the  Fathers  in  the  Ministry, 
and  particularly  the  respected  Father  of  whom  this  So- 
ciety has  been  this  year  bereaved. 

The  next  Meeting  was  appointed  at  Ware  Village, 
(Oct.  16,  1855.) 

The  Exercises  were  closed  with  the  Benediction,  by 
Rev.  J.  Kimball. 


EE  PORT. 


Permitted  of  God,  to  reach  another  anniversary  of  this 
Missionary  Association,  we  may  well  review  His  deal- 
ings with  us — consider  what  we  have  done  in  His  ser- 
vice— and  form  renewed  purposes  of  faithfulness  in  the 
future. 

Within  the  past  year,  the  sad  messenger  of  Death  has 
visited  us ; and  taken  from  this  Society  an  officer,  and 
from  these  chastened  hearts  a father  beloved.  Dr. 
Joshua  Bates  ever  took  a lively  interest  in  the  world’s 
conversion.  His  benignant  countenance  will  no  longer 
smile  on  us  here.  But  it  is  our  privilege  and  joy  to  think 
of  him  to-day,  as  present  with  us  in  spirit,  with  a mind 
enlarged,  a heart  purified,  and  a missionary  zeal  made 
the  more  intense,  by  communion  with  God  in  heaven. 

Knowing  the  connection  between  rewards  hereafter, 
and  works  here,  we  may  well  turn  our  minds  from  the 
blessedness  of  heaven,  to  a consideration  of  what  we 
have  done,  or  are  now  doing  in  behalf  of  a perishing 
world. 

The  Contributions  reported  for  the  year,  are  as  fol- 
lows : — 

BRIMFIELD,  $196.88,  a gain  upon  last  year  of 
$31.52. 
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BROOKFIELD,  $100.00,  a decrease  from  last  year  of 
$14.15,  and  from  the  year  before  last  of  $101,40 — thus 
within  two  years,  their  contribution  to  this  Society  has 
diminished  more  than  half.  A fact  which  though  ac- 
counted for,  in  part,  by  change  in  population,  we  are 
sorry  to  record. 

CHARLTON,  $105.74,  an  increase  upon  last  year’s 
contribution  of  $5.74,  and  more  than  they  ever  gave  any 
previous  year. 

DANA,  reports  $20.00,  an  increase  of  $3.78.  This 
contribution  reflects  honor  upon  a feeble  band,  who  have 
made  great  exertions  to  erect  a temple  of  worship  for 
themselves,  and  are  now  engaged  in  self-denying  efforts 
to  liquidate  a debt  of  $600.00. 

DUDLEY,  $90.21,  an  increase  of  $12.26. 

HARDWICK,  $147,88,  a decrease  of  .$30.04. 

HOLLAND,  $11.00,  a decrease  of  $10.00. 

NEW  BRAINTREE,  reports  $205.90,  a loss  of$16.32. 

NORTH  BROOKFIELD,  ls£  Congregational  Society, 
$325.00,  a decrease  of  $56.85.  In  explanation  of  this 
fact,  it  should  be  observed  that  a part  of  the  contribution 
at  the  Monthly  Concert,  was  paid  to  the  American  Miss. 
Association,  and  the  Society  has  expended  this  year, 
some  eight  thousand  dollars  in  enlarging  and  repairing 
their  meeting-house,  and  in  building  a Chapel. 

The  Union  Congregational  Society , which  has  been 
organized  about  six  months,  reports  as  contributed  to  the 
Am.  Board,  $5.94. 

OAKHAM,  $248.39,  a gain  of  $14,48. 

SOUTHBRIDGE,  1st  Congregational  Society,  reports 
$381.42,  a gain  of  $137.75,  notwithstanding  a tenth  of 
the  Church  have  colonized.  Here  we  see  the  advantage 
of  having  a Missionary  for  a Minister. 

SPENCER,  $272,84,  a gain  of  $51,34.  Here  we  see 
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the  effect  of  having  a Pastor,  where  last  year  there  was 
none. 

STURBRIDGE,  $210,46,  a gain  of  $16,06. 

WARE  VILLAGE,  $667.87,  a gain  of  $41.83. 

WARE,  (WEST)  reports  $136.27,  a decrease  from 
last  year  of  $23,86,  the  effect  of  being  destitute  of  a 
Pastor. 

WARREN,  reports  $145.34,  a decrease  of  $26.78. 

WEST  BROOKFIELD,  ’$137.81,  a gain  of  $32.49, 
which  does  credit  to  them  as  a Church  and  Society. 

The  total  amount  contributed  is  $3408.95,  a gain  upon 
last  year  in  eleven  towns  or  Societies  of  $353.19,  and  a 
loss  in  seven  towns  or  Societies  of  $173.00,  an  aggregate 
increase  upon  the  contributions  of  last  year  of  $175.19. 

Although  we  have  reason  to  rejoice  in  this  progress, 
stdl  when  we  compare  what  we  have  done  with  our  abil- 
ity, and  the  claims  of  Heathen  nations,  we  see  occasion 
for  humility. 

As  respects  the  American  Board  to  which  this  Society 
is  Auxiliary,  we  have  great  encouragement.  It  is  true 
that  they  have  at  the  present  time,  a slight  deficiency  in 
their  treasury,  still  they  are  in  a very  auspicious  condi- 
tion, and  their  prospect  particularly  for  a supply  of  Mis- 
sionaries, was  never  better  than  now. 

We  cannot  but  avail  ourselves  of  the  present  opportu- 
nity to  express  our  high  satisfaction  with  the  action  of 
the  Board,  at  its  recent  meeting  in  relation  to  the  Mission 
among  the  Choctaw  and  Cherokee  Indians.  The  posi- 
tion of  the  Board  is  now  expressly  and  unequivocally  an- 
ti-slavery— in  this  we  rejoice,  and  for  it,  bless  God.  We 
congratulate  them  on  their  enjoyment  of  the  confidence 
of  anti-slavery  Christians  in  England,  and  on  the  proof 
given  of  that  confidence  in  the  organization  of  an  Eng- 
lish Missionary  Association  which  is  to  contribute  through 
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the  Board  to  the  extension  of  Missionary  operations  in 
“Western  Asia,  and  the  East  of  Europe.”  The  world  is 
open  to  the  promulgation  of  the  Gospel,  and  the  agencies 
and  means  are  increased  by  which,  under  God,  we  trust 
the  world  will  be  converted. 

As  to  the  future,  it  becomes  us  to  cherish  high  pur- 
poses. We  live  in  an  eventful  period.  As  the  quick 
gathering  of  clouds  portends  a storm  of  the  elements,  so 
the  rapid  movements  among  the  nations  at  the  present 
time,  indicates  a coming  conflict.  Oppressive  dynasties 
and  systems  of  error  are  coming  into  collision  with  pop- 
ular sovereignty,  and  with  trutn  in  its  majestic  simplici- 
ty— and  it  is  our  privilege  to  labor  effectively  through 
the  Divine  blessing,  to  secure  victory  for  the  right — to 
elevate  mankind,  and  hasten  the  promised  glory.  Let 
then  our  prayers  be  more  fervent,  and  our  contributions 
more  generous — trusting  in  the  Lord  for  the  triumph  of 
his  grace.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  President,  at 
10  o’clock  A.  M.  and  opened  with  prayer  by  the  Rev.  P. 
J.  Leo.

The  Reports  of  the  Treasurer,  and  Secretary,  were 
read,  adopted,  and  ordered  to  be  printed. 

The  Meeting  then  listened  to  an  interesting  Address 
from  the  Rev.  P.  J.  Leo,  of  the  American  and  Foreign 
Christian  Union,  describing  the  effects  of  Bible  distribu- 
tion in  Ireland. 

After  some  brief  remarks  from  the  Rev.  Mr.  Beebe  of 
Sturbridge,  and  others,  upon  the  slowly  increasing  con- 
tributions, in  accordance  with  a Resolution  presented  by 
Mr.  Beebe, 

Voted  : That  it  is  the  imperative  duty  of  this  Auxil- 
iary Bible  Society,  to  do  much  more,  than  we  do,  for 
this  cause.

The  contributions  to  our  Society  this  year,  manifest  an 
encouraging,  and  healthy  growth,  having  increased  this 
year,  from  last,  at  the  rate  of  more  than  25  per  cent.  We 
have  an  aggregate  of  $640,40,  against  $478,84  last  year.

The  increase  of  last  year,  upon  the  previous  one,  was 
about  20  per  cent — this  year  it  is  more  than  25  per  cent. 

Of  these  Parishes,  we  here  see  that  Dudley  contributed 
nothing  either  this  year  or  last — that  Holland,  and  Ware 
West,  give  nothing  this  year,  though  they  last  year  gave 
an  aggregate  of  $19.02,  that  New  Braintree,  North 
Brookfield  1st  Society,  and  Oakham,  give  less  by  $15,75 
than  last  year — that  Dana  gives  the  same  this  year  as 
last — that  Hardwick,  and  Spencer,  give  $65.67,  and 
nothing  last — that  Brimfield,  Brookfield,  Charlton,  South- 
bridge,  Sturbridge,  Ware  East,  Warren,  and  West  Brook- 
field give  $140,66  more  than  last  year. 

It  is  but  just  to  say  that  Dudley  has  been  without  a 
Pastor  for  some  time.  Of  those  that  gave  something  last 
year,  but  nothing  this  : 

Ware  West,  is  likewise  without  a Pastor. 

The  Union  Society  in  North  Brookfield  is  but  just  or- 
ganized, and  is  undergoing  the  great  expenditure  of 
building  a Church. 

The  increase  in  our  contributions  for  this  cause,  is  en- 
couraging ; but  Brethren  and  Sisters — Believers  in  the 
precious  word  of  Jesus — we  have  not  done  so  well,  but 
that  we  might  do  better.  What  Church  is  is  there  with- 
in our  bounds,  that  can  say  she  has  done  as  much  as 
she  ought  the  past  year,  to  carry  the  Message  of  Christ 
throughout  the  world  1 We  ought  not  to  think  of  rest- 
ing satisfied,  till  our  Congregations  give  annually,  at 
least,  $1000  to  this  Society,  according  to  a Resolution 
adopted  two  years  ago. 
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It  is  a characteristic  of  all  healthy  growth,  that  it  goes 
forward,  silently,  and  for  the  most  part  unobserved,  till 
our  attention  is  particularly  summoned  to  mark  its  ad- 
vancement, or  till  the  aid  of  the  laborer  is  invoked,  to 
gather  its  harvest. 

So  is  it  with  the  spread  of  the  Word  of  God.  Silently, 
and  unobserved,  it  is,  by  its  appropriate  agencies,  and  by 
its  intrinsic  energy,  making  its  way  through  the  world. 
We  must  make  special  observation,  if  we  would  under- 
stand how  rapidly  it  advances  through  the  hearts  of  the 
nations.  Suddenly,  it  may  be,  we  are  bid  to  behold  the 
joyful  harvest,  in  some  distant  field,  of  which  we  had 
never  before  heard  ; or  we  hear  a cry  of  alarm  from  the 
priests  of  a false  faith,  or  from  princes  who  sit  on  thrones 
of  tyranny,  and  then  we  know  that  the  world  has  been 
making  progress  towards  the  civil  and  religious  freedom 
of  man. 

This  silent  and  effective  work  has  been  going  on  this 
past  year,  with  none  the  less  real  power,  because  there  are 
no  world-renowned  martyrs  of  Bible  reading,  as  in  for- 
mer years,  and  no  fresh  revolutions  for  liberty  springing 
up  in  the  soil  where  the  Divine  seed  has  been  lately 
sown. 

The  magnitude  of  organized  operations,  now  in  action, 
for  supplying  all  communities,  languages  and  nations, 
with  the  Scriptures,  are  far  greater,  and  the  results  of 
their  labors  are  more  extensive,  than  any  of  us  would  be 
apt  to  suppose,  without  a particular  examination. 

There  are  no  less  than  seventy  Primary  Bible  Societies 
in  different  countries,  about  one  third  of  which  have  aux- 
iliaries, and  some  of  them  very  numerous  ones,  as  for  in- 
stance, the  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society,  and  our 
own. 

The  American  Bible  Society  has  1370  Auxiliaries.  It 
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lias  distributed  Bibles,  or  parts  of  the  Bible,  throughout 
all  our  States  and  Territories,  and  among  the  28  Missions, 
and  111  Stations,  of  the  American  Board.  Urgent  re- 
quests also  come  up  to  us  from  France,  Algeria,  Germany 
and  Greece,  and  large  sums  have  been  granted  by  us  to 
distribute  the  Bible  in  all  these  countries.  Other  Bible 
Societies  in  Great  Britain,  and  on  the  Continent  of  Eu- 
rope, show  extensive  operations  in  Ireland,  France,  Hol- 
land, and  the  smaller  German  States,  Prussia,  Austria, 
and  Hungary,  Switzerland,  and  Northern  Italy,  Sweden, 
Norway  and  Denmark,  Russia,  Spain,  and  Portugal, 
China,  Africa,  Turkey,  India,  and  the  Islands  of  the  Sea. 
Operations  are  also  rapidly  beginning  and  going  forward 
in  South  America. 

With  patience,  and  toil,  which  we  can  but  poorly  ap- 
preciate, missionaries  and  others  are  constantly  translat- 
ing the  Scriptures  into  foreign  languages;  and  some  vet- 
eran laborers  are  revising  old  translations,  changing  ear- 
lier and  rude  efforts  into  classical  vernacular.  These  So- 
cieties print  the  Bible  wholly,  or  in  part,  in  148  different 
languages  or  dialects  : and  our  own  Society  has  promoted 
the  circulation  of  the  Scriptures  directly  in  96  of  these, 
and  indirectly  in  the  52  others  These  two  noble  Socie- 
ties— the  British  and  Foreign,  and  our  own— reach  almost 
every  language  and  dialect  on  the  globe  with  the  gospel — 
almost  every  tribe  and  people  of  the  earth’s  inhabitants. 

Our  influence  as  individuals  is  limited,  but  through 
the  medium  of  this  organization,  we  can  speak  with 
she  power  of  God  himself,  to  tribes  of  men  the  most  re- 
mote and  obscure.  Much  has  been  said  within  a few 
years,  of  carrying  the  Electric  Telegraph  across  the  At- 
lantic to  the  British  Islands,  from  whence  it  would  be 
possible  to  send  abroad  from  the  great  centres  of  trade 
and  influence,  news,  which  should  light  up  all  nations 
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with  the  promise  and  assurance  of  good.  Even  so 
from  our  Bible  House,  in  the  emporium  of  our  land, 
we  can  touch  the  springs  of  a mighty  influence,  which 
shall  flash  the  tidings  of  salvation  round  the  world, 
and  produce  blessed  results  in  minds  and  hearts  of 
which  we  shall  personally  know  nothing,  till  we  meet 
them  in  a world  where  none  are  strangers. 

Can  we  better  expend  our  money,  than  by  investing  it 
in  a cause,  which  is  at  the  foundation  of  all  other  good 
causes,  and  by  which  we  can  speak  the  name  of  Jesus  to 
ears  and  hearts  of  millions,  whom  we  can  reach  in  no 
other  way  ?
